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REDS PLAN WAR WHEN 
THEY GET ATOM BOMB 


To all of us in the United States who 
have devoted years of careful study 
to the camouflaged and secretive Red 
fronts, it is apparent that D-Day for 
America is not.far away. We realize 
that had it not been for the invention 
of the atomic bomb by the United 
States, Russian Communism would 
months ago have had complete control 
of every foot of European soil, includ- 
ing Spain.

Spain, the recent “kidnapping”: of thou- 
sands of German officers and techni- 
cians, and bold activity on the part of 
the Red underground heré in the U. S., 
it appears something important is in 
the making. 


No doubt the Kremlin has made. ar- 
rangements for a general strike and 
uprising in the United States if we start 
preparations to protect America from 
Russia. We believe it will be a miracle 
if we hold out against Communism for 
more than a year. If the takeover oc- 
curs in three months, we will not be 
surprised. We sincerely hope that next 
Christmas religious services will be held 
in the churches and free people will 
worship God in their own way. But, 
unless America has a terrific awaken- 
ing, we fear that the United States will 
by that time be in the same condition 
as is Europe today. 


The peopite of America will not be 
any more awake to the danger the day 
before we lose our freedom than they 
are at this moment, because they have 
closed their ears and their minds to 
what they consider to be the ravings of 
“fanatics’’.

They are loud- 
mouthed, selfish, egotistical, domineer- 
ing Jews who lord it, not only over 
non-Jews, but over more reserved 
members of their own race.

Commynist leaders, who are expertly 
trained im schools-of propaganda from 
Newark, New Jersey, to Moscow, Rus- 
sia, know Ke the value of the per- 
sonal appeab; they need but touch on 
the problems closest to the heart of 
the individual, promise to help him — 
not the fellow next door, but him — 
and the Communist. propaganda can 
be sold without an effort. The Com- 
munist has won the confidence of the 
individual by being interested in him 
personally and from that point on it 
is clear sailing to convince the unsus- 
pecting innocent that we must have 
“World Government”, that Spain is a 
threat to world peace, and that all who 
disagree with this line of reasoning are 
Fascists. 

Beware of these false ‘‘denuncia-

“In accordance with its established 
policy, it will firmly oppose any ef- 
forts to interfere in its affairs by any 
political party, whether it be the Com- 
munist Party, the Socialist Party, the 
Democratic Party, the Republican Par- 
ty, or any other political party or fma- 
ternal society or religious organization 
or other outside organization.” 

This ‘‘resolution’”’ gives quite a. dif- 
ferent story from the blaring headline, 
doesn’t it? It certainly does reject 
the ‘“‘Communist Party’’ as a party, * 
but does it say one word about reject- 
ing the doctrine of “Communism’’? 
The very fact that the Communist Par- 
ty is placed in the same category as tiie 
Democratic and Republiean Parties — 
that it is considered “just another p#@ 
itical party’? — should betray the real 
policy of this Red union. 

The second way in which we €aa 
determine whether these ‘‘denuneia- 
tions’’ are honest is to obsexye the ae- 
tions of.the groups in question.
